“That all real and personal prop- 
erty owned, used and occupied ex- 
clusively by a fraternal organization 
among the students of a college or 
university In the District of Colum- 
bia, or used and occupied by any 
such fraternal organization and 
ownfcd by a corporation, association 
or holding company organized solely 
for the purpose of acquiring and 
holding any such property for any 
such fraternal organization or or- 
ganisations, shall not be subject to 
i^he taxes on real and personal prop- 
erty applicable in the District of 
Columbia. This act shall take ef- 
fect as of July 1, 1928.” 

Representative Bowman who is a 
member of the District of Columbia 
Committee is a fraternity man and 
ever since his advent into public life 
has had the beBt Interest of the college 
student at heart.
